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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on pages 7 and 8 of the 
amendment after-final that Denning fails to teach or suggest the features of the independent claims. More specifically, applicant states the 
reference fails to teach or suggest 'bulk remediation of a quality problem across disparate items, the bulk remediation includes at least one 
of modifying or updating content of the one or more items. As presently claimed, the Examiner need only find a suggestion of correction to 
one item. The correction could include either updating content of the one item or a modification of the one item. The alternative language 
found within the limitation of the claim as well as the broad nature of the phrase 'updating content' or 'modifying content' of the item, allowed 
the Examiner to utilize the reference to Denning to teach a similar method for correcting problems with items. The reference discloses a 
number of user inputs using various web page interfaces, system ensures users upload standardized inspection data to the database and 
thereby facilitates reducing variations between various user inspections and repair facilities. Corrective actions are entered by users and 
metrics are entered by users which provide internal goals representing accomplishments. Metrics are used to track the progress of 
nonconforming components through management system. A user could enter criteria for metrics. The reference to Dennings discloses a 
means for entering and applying metrics to items to facilitate interactive quality assessments of the items and corrective actions to of 
problems to different items. See page 4, [0039 through 0047] Regarding independent claim 20, applicant states that the reference to 
Denning fails to teach automatically deploying positive of the quality actions that exceed a predetermined threshold to other topics or 
automatically applying a corrective action related to the quality actions that are lower than a predetermined threshold to other topics. No 
language could be found in independent claim 20 that describes what strengths and deficiencies are, other than some type of analysis of 
items. The following limitation states that the process is repeated however and again, fails to disclose what is meant by strengths and 
weaknesses. The reference to Denning discloses a means of entering and tracking metrics which inherently points to strengths and 
weaknesses in items. It is this process which could be repeated for multiple items that is disclosed in the reference to Denning and utilized 
to provide the teaching of determining strengths and deficiencies, as presently claimed. 
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
